vain; which yet he wou'd do, did 
he ſuffer Delinquents to range Abroad 
with | Impunity '; the other is drawn 
from the Relation he bears to God: 
whoſe Miniſter he is, and to whom he is 
accountable for the Ruin and Misfor- 
tunes of his People, if he does not ſea- 
ſonably interpoſe Juſtice to cut off the 
pre ſumptuous Sinner, and prevent the 
Srowth of Evils to a State, by executing 
timely Wrath «pon him that doth Evil. 
Iheſe Conſiderations, I hope, may 
help to abate the fierce and untimely 
Rage of thoſe who have taken up un- 
reaſonable Quarrels at our moſt Graci- 
ous Sovereign, for the neceſſary Severi- 
ties he has been forc'd to uſe againſt 
the Enemies of their Country; as if it 
were a Crime in him to exerciſe Au- 
thority in Defence of the People com- 
mitted to his Charge, for the Support 
of our Church, to maintain the Dignity 
of our Laws and Conſtitution, and ſe- 
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cure to ourſelves and Poſterity whatever 
f is valuable to us in this World, or 
that has Relation to a Better. 142
